6. In the barracks scuth of the Pdra-Borsosgy®r highway, formerly the Hussar barracks,
there 1s o Hungarian parachute batialion, about 500 men strong. The barracks was
much improved during 1951. This batallion exercises with the IL-2 planes, csalled
"Tevag”; each adcamnodates 12 men. .

Te In exemiae& the parachutists sre abtached to the plane by & cord sbout 30 m.long,
vwhich in tesring loose, automatically opens the parachute. In addition to back
parachutes, they carry emsrgency breast parachutes. ; .
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There sre two new barracks in the barracks complex neamr:’ VdroslSd. The one

pesrer Pdpa is occupled by & Hungsrian field artillery regiment of sbout 1,000
men, It has twenty-four 122 mm.guns. This barrvscks consists of four three-
storied buildings, with several garages and parks for guns. The buildings have
flat roofs and the whole complex is surrounded by a brick wall.There is a heae?t\- +h
quarters staff et the same place, probadbly a division coimand.

The other barracks is occupled by a Hungerisn assault gun unit, of sbout 500 men.
The number of guns is wacertain, but there is st least one 85 mm, without a muzzle
brake, and s ghort-bervelled 122 mm.
